Chinese, is no less than that of the 
situation in India in the American 
Press, to the British. I do not 
for one moment wish to question 
the truth of. the Press stories from 
China describing famine,’ banditry, 
communism, and. kidnapping; the 
point is that-they aro not the wholo 
truth. Disorders and lawlessness 
there are; but disorders and lawless- 
ness are not the only products of 


‘| present-day China.

Tho trial concerned three North. 
_ érn Chinese, Lok Shan, Lok Shau 
Sung and Wong Kyi Fuk, who were 
charged with wounding three others, 
Ma Ying Zai, Wong Shuen Cheong 
‘and Cheung Shuen Hing outside a 
motor-car. repairing’ and ° painting 
shop in Pilkem Street, Kowloon, on 

the night of August 8, 

Further evidence was given by the 
third aceused from the witness-box 
when he denied that he was on 
_tho seene of tho fight or that he 
wan it possession of the iron bar 
in Court. Ho alleged that the 
witnesses for tho prosccution were, 
conspiring to have him sent to gaol 
vor banished. ; 

A number of other witnesses were 
examined boforo the Jury retired 
for ovor half an, hour to consider 
thoir verdict. Thoy. returned «xn 
unanimous verdict of guilty against 
the first and third accused. The 
second accuscd was found not guilty. 

His Lordship ordered the dis- 
charge of the second accusqd (Lok

warning the firm had not continued 
the practice but the firm wag unable 
to effect ‘the return of the crackers 
whigh they had alrendy sent out to 
the two women charged in the 
present case. Efforts wero made to 
ira¢e the women but they had left 
the Colony. Mr. Lo said ‘that his 


Lelioit had promised .not to send out 


any crackers: to, de finished in 
fulure and in view of the circum- 
atancea he would ask his Worship to 
take a leniont view of the cage., 

His Worship pointed out that Mr. 
‘Lo’s client had committed a breach 
of the Ordinance and it was more 
or less a sorious matter, but in view 
of the facts explained by Mr. Lo 
ho was prepared to take a leas 
serious view. Tig made it clear

Avcarding to.these’ estimates, the 
! amount of gold available for mone- 
tary purposes, which this year is 
824,000,000 will have sunk in 1940 
to 170,000,000, whereas gold ro- 
serves reqiired-to provide 33 per 
cent, ‘in 1940 will.be $204,000,000 if 
the increased.demand is 2 per cent. 
per annum, and 8340,000,000 if it 
is 3 por cent. In the former case 
there wil] be a defiait of $34,000,000 
in 1940; in the latter case a deficit 
of 170,000,000. 

The present docline in prices in 
monctary circulation and the exist- 
ing business depression have tem; 
porarily checked the demand for 
monetary gold, and it is not im- 
possible, in the opinion of the de- 
legations, that industrial consuimp- 
tion may be’slightly lower than they 
estimate, Novertheless, in their 
‘opinion, tho evidence points con- 
clusively to tho prospect of @ 
serious situation arising as,scon as, 
or shortly after, ‘businvs activity 
revives, unless steps to alleviate it 
are taken in time. : 

As vogards the didribution of 
gold, tho report saya that fifteen 
countries hold over 90 per cent. of 
the gold reserves of the world, and 
in the fifteen countries there was 
tin 1023 n surplus’ of roughly 
$2,450,000,000, but three of the coun- 
tries had a deficit which aggregated 


plus. of the. remaining twelve 
amounted to about‘ $2,750,000,000, 
In the United Stites of Amorica 
the surplus was 81,500,000,000, In 
1999 France and the United Statea 
together increased their reserves by 
about $540,000,000, of which pro- 
bably about $140,000,000 were avith- 
drawn from commervinl banks and 
private hoards, 

The conclusion ‘of the. report is 
that dhe probablo trond of prices 
in the-future must give rise to soie 
anxiety, but the delegations are of 
-opinion that remedial measures enn 
bo found. Thoy proceed to suggest 

some directions in which these may 
be sought, apart.from the problem 
of distribution which will be dealt 
with in a subsequent report. 

Tho delegations .warmly- approve 
of the discontinuance of the uso of 
gold coin for domestic currency 
purposes, and hope that ip will be- 
come universal. They hold that the 
minimum reserves. required by law 
to-day are largely conventional, and 
that 2-conaiderable economy could 
be accomplished were. the current 
accepted minima: redued.’
